Chief of Railway Associa- 
tion Commissioners a 
Warm Witness. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
9.—Railroads 
were accused of trying to ruin their 
.own credit and, laying the foundation 
for federal ownership by Max Thelen, 
president of the National Association 
of Railway Commissioners, in resum- 
ing his testimony today before the 
congressional 
railroad 
investigating 
committee. 


"The railroads are in a hysteria of 
pessimism," he said. 
"With earnings 
beyond all previous records and con- 
stantly growing larger the railroads 
seem to be engaged in the absurd task 
of trying to ruin their own credit. 
If 
they were really acting In th^^ public 
interest as they claim to be they would 
stop complaining about public regu-- 
latlon and would devote themselves 
to 
supplying 
the 
cars, 
equipment, 
terminal , facilities 
and 
extensions 
which the public urgently i-equires. 


"Federal incorporation of the rail- 
roads as proposed by the carriers has 
for its avowed object the taking from 
the people of the states their power 
to regulate the purely state rate serv- 
ice, equipment and facilities of prac- 
tically every railroad in the United 
States. 
The railroad 
plan - brazenly 
provides that by the direct compul- 
sion to be exerted by the federal gov- 
ernment, new securities equivalent to 
all the outstanding securities, includ- 
ing all the excessive fixed indebted- 
ness and all the watered stock, are to 
be issued. 
The railroads apparently 
are laying the foundation for the ulti- 
mate purchase of their property ^y 
the federal government. 
The talk of 
the railroads about . forty-nine 
mas- 
ters is simply langiikge to tickle the 
ears. No railroad in the United States 
runs through more than one-third of 
forty-eight states, although all other 
corporations which do business in dif- 
ferent states are subject to regulation 
by each separate state.

cept the railrpads-is complaining."

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Going After the Car Shortage 


That public welfare and public comfort are considerations that 
must weigh as against even the lure of atfe'active profits while the 
getting of them is good is in efEect the significance of a sweeping 
order just issued by the Indiana public service commission designed 
to relieve the coal car shortage in this state. The order was directed 
against all railroads having lines to Indiana coal fields. It stipulates 
that these railroads shall keep the commission informed daily as to 
shipments of coal, that the roads shall keep their cars on the move, 
and that they shall not accept shipments of coal which are to be 
reconsigned to other points within the state. The commission cannot 
of course, exercise authority over shipments^ to points outside of 
Indiana, but its intervention in the local territory should be able to 
show some beneficial results. It ought to make it possible for many 
Indiana localities, facing the stress of winter with meagre fuel sup- 
plies, to get some relief. 


The order is the outcome of a hearing held late in November, at 
which evidence established the fact that Indiana mines were not 
receiving cars in sufficient numbers either to supply the demand or to 
operate continuously, and that because the coal was not moved the 
mines were forced to close from one to three days each week. It was 
shown that the demand for Indiana coal by public institutions, utili-'

the mines for reloading. Blame for this cannot fairly be placed 
wholly on the railroads, for the speculators, taking advantage of the 
situation, elected to pay demurrage charges and held up hundreds of 
cars of coal in the play for the rising market behind which stern 
necessity was driving. 


Just how much relief to the state the order will be able to give 
cannot be determined, of course, until it gets into operation, but it is 
gratifying to see the start made toward a correction of the car 
shortage situation. Confronted by the public service commission's 
edict, the railroads will at least be in position to enforce the return 
of cars without the delay occasioned by the machinations of the coal 
speculator and to demonstrate what they can do in relieving the 
shortage when they have a fair chance. It is going to make reason- 
ably clear, too, where the bulk of the real responsibility for the coal 
shortage lies. The railroads now have an opportunity to absolve 
themselves from all suspicion in the matter.

The most spectacular, perhaps, is the 
exchange, through the Red Cross, of 
mutilated prisoners of war unfit for 
military service. Trains cross her fron- 
tiers daily, in every direction, loaded 
with the wounded, w^o, under the care 
of the Swiss medical men, are being re- 
turned to their native countries. 
In- 
terned civilians of other countries are 
also exchanged. 


The war prisoners' postoffice is con- 
ducted without postage. 
If the mail 
had been stamped in the usual way it 
would have netted'the government S2,- 
000,000 in 1915. Food supplies for war 
prisoners are transported by express 
without 
charge. 
Volunteer 
workers 
have a bureau for 
locating 
missing 
prisoners, 
and 
uniting mpthers and 
child refugees. 


Swiss students provide text books 
and 
conduct correspondence 
courses 
with students in German, French and 
Russian prison camps. 


In Swiss hotels and sanatoriums, tu- 
bercular soldiers of all the warring na- 
tions receive treatment under guard of 
Swiss troops, the cost of keeping them 
being partially paid by their respective 
governments. 


Club "houses with reading, writing.and 
work rooms are conducted by commit- 
tees of women. Laundries where cloth- 
ing is washed and mended are also 
woman's particular charity.

of refugee Belgian 
and 


Serbian children have been 
adopted 
by Swiss families. 


Recently the Swiss i^olltical depart- 
ment has arranged 
to 
provide able 
bcdied men with employment which 
will not Interfere with the native work- 
ing man. 


In this connection it is necessary to 
add that the idea of the Red Cross or- 
iginated with a citizen of Geneva, and 
that the first international organiza- 
tion tp deal with the subject met in 
that city. 


Whoever has the Christmas spirit in 
his heart will keep his holiday the 
better for giving a little appreciative 
thought to thfc mission of Switzerland 
in the great war.

Tolan Favors Council Action 


on Measure Which Would 
Label Loaves. 


City Sealer C. B, Tolan hopes to 
have a 
new city 
bread 
ordinance 
ready for Its first reading before the 
council on Tuesday evening. 
He will 
ask that the new measure be passed 
at onco and that the present bread 
law be repealed. 


Five cent loaves of bread will be 
standardized at a 
pound and large 
loaves at two pounds, under the new 
code. 
When price of bread materials 
advances so 
that smaller 
loaf 
is 
necessary, Tolan proposes that stickr 
ers be placed on the bread loaves. 
The stickers are to tell just how much 
the loaf weighs. 
This would conform 
exactly with the spirit of the state 
law, Tolan points out. 


"When prices of n>aterials are such 
that the pound loaves can be given for 
5 cents, I would expect bakers to re- 
turn to the standard loaves," Tolan 
said. 
"Stickers are to be used only 
when the bread 
runs less than 
a 
pound. 


"I would trust the bakers in that 
respect. 
I think they would mean to 
do the right thing. 
I have no quarrel 
with the bakers. 
My action is only 
prompted by my duty to uphold the 
law. 
I hope the bakers get together 
after this flurry and form an organi- 
zation so that their action will be 
regular." 


Wants Two Pound Loaf. 


Tolan especially wants the standai-d 
10 cent loaf placed at two pounds, he 
says. 
The present law 
places the 
small loaf at 16 ounces and the large 
loaf at 24 ounces, he points out. 


"When a man buys a 5 cent loaf 
of bread, under the law now in efCect, 
he gets 16 ounces. 
When he pays 10 
cents for a large loaf he gets but eight 
ounces for his second nickel," Tolan 
shows. . "This is not right in principle 
and the law should be changed 
in 
that regard."

The Bible—ïts Origiriy History and 
Place in the World. 


(By A. Spangle.) 


The bible contains proof in itself of 
its divine origin. 
No other book can 
answer the question of the mind or sat- 
isfy the longings of the heart as does 
the bible. 
It is adapted to every age 
and condition of 
life, 
and 
is full of 
knowledge which enligihtens the mind 
and sanctifies the soul. In the bible we 
have a revelation of the living God. Re- 
ceived by faith, it has power to trans- 
form the life. 
During all its history 
a divine watch-care has been over it, 
and preserved it for the world. 


How, When and Why Written. 


After the flood, as men became num- 
erous and darkness was again settling 
over the world, ¡holy men of God spake j 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. ; 
2 Peter, 1:21. 
Last part. 
Thus God 
spoke to His people, and through them 
to the world, that a knowledge of God 
and of His will might not perish from 
tile earth. 


Printing of the Bible. 


Printing, 
however, 
being 
yet 
un- 
known, copies of the bible could be pro- 
duced only by the slow, laborious aad 
expensive process of handwriting. This 
necessarily greatly limited its circula- 
tion. 
Worse still, its illuminating and 
saving truths were largely 'hidden for 
centuries by the errors of the dark 
ages. 
During this time the common 
people knew but little of its contents. 


But with the invention of the art of 
printing about the middle of the 
fif- 
teenth century, and with the dawn of 
the great Reformation in the following 
centurj', the bible entered upon a new 
era,preparatory to the final proclama- 
tion of the gospel throughout the world. 


Not a little significant is the fact that 
the first book 
printed from movable 
type was the bible in Latin, which came 
from the press of John Gutenberge, at 
Mentz, Germany, 
in 
1456, a copy of 
which, in 1833 was sold in New York 
city for fifty thousand dollars, the high-

word of God in their own language,

Moses wrote in the language of the peo- 
iple of his time; the prophets spoke in 
the tongue familiar to men whom they 
addressed, 
and 
the 
New 
Testament 
was written in the language then cur- 
rent throughout the Roman world." The 
translation of t!he bible into English by 
John Wj-clif, in 1380, was the chief 
event in the beginning of the Reforma- 
tion. 
It also prepared the way for the 
revival of Chi-itsianity in England and 
the multiplying there of the Word by 
the millions, for all the world that has 
followed. 
A sense of awe and a thrill 
of joy filled the heart of the great Ger- 
man reformer 
when, 
at 
the age of 
twenty, while examining the volumes 
in the library of the University of Er- 
furt, he 'held in his hands for the first 
time in his life a complete copy of the 
bible. 
"O God," he murmured, "could 
I but have one of these books I would 
ask no oCher treasure." His ardent de- 
sire that they should know the bible 
was well expressed in the statement 
that if God spared his life he would 
cause the boy that drives the plow to 
know more of the scripture than was 
commonly known by the divines of his 
day.

Miles 
Coverdale, 
printed at Zurich, Switzerland, in 1535. 
535 East Jefferson street, Fort Wayne.

Original Writings and Translations. 
Tho Old Testament scriptures were 
first written in Hebrew, upon scrolls, 
or rolls of parolunent, linen, or papyrus. 
These were later translated into Greek, 
the oldest translation being known as 
the Septuagint, 
or 
"Version of the 
Seventy," made at Alexandria, for the 
Alexandrian library, by a company of 
seventy learned Jews, under the patron- 
iig^p of Ptolemy Philadelphus, about 285 
B. C. The original order for the trans- 
lation is said to have been given by Al- 
exander the Great, who previously, up- 
on visiting Jerusalem in 332 B. C., had 
learned from the prophecy of Daniel 
that Grecia was to overthrow the Per- 
sion kingdom. 
See Josephus's "Anti- 
quities of the Jews," book 11, chap. 8, 
par. 
This was the version in com- 
mon use in the time of Christ. 
The 
Nev,r Testament was all originally writ- 
ten in Greek, cxcept Matthew, which 
was first written in Hebrew, and later 
-.ranslated in to Greek. 


At an early date Latin translations, 
noth of the Septuagint and of the Greek 
New Testament, were m le by differ- 
ent individuals and the more carefully 
prepared Latin Vulgate of Jerome, the 
bible complete, was made A. D. 383- 
40.5.

I Uplift of Optimism y 


(By itev. Cbas. Stelzle.) 


If you want to find out how real 
"spirituality" shows itself, you can't 
do better than to study the Bible char- 
acters, who, we are told, were con- 
trolled by "the spirit of God." 


What kind of people were they? Is 
it possible in these practical, prosaic 
days to, live the same kind of lives? 
And do we wish to 
live this 
way? 
That's what bothers a lot of us who 
haven't the temperaments which per- 
mit us to express our religion in the 
way that some others believe is the 
only orthodox fashion of doing it. 


Let's look at a few of the outstand- 
ing men told about in the Bible, with 
this in mind. 


Way back in the 
days when 
the 
Israelites were wandering 
about 
in 
the wilderness, we are told that God 
commanded them 
to 
make, 
among 
other things, a tabernacle and all the 
furniture to be used therein. 
And a 
man by the name of Bezaleel was se- 
lected for this task. 
The Bible says 
that he was specially "filled with the 
spirit of God"—what for? 
So that he 
might become a tip-top mechanic—so 
that he might make a good job of 
that tabernacle. 
Anything 
fantastic 
about that? 


Then, 
later 
when 
the 
Israelites 
were having their troubles with the 
Philistines and the other nations they 
were 
fighting 
in 
order 
to 
win 
the 
"promised land," they 
needed 
some 
generals. 
How 
were thèse 
fighting 
men equipped? 
We 
are 
told 
that 
"the spirit of the Lord" came upon 
them and so they secured Joshua and 
Othnlel and Gideon and several oth- 
ers. 


There was Samson—and everybody 
knows what he 
is. noted for. 
"The 
spirit of the Lord came mightily upon 
him" and did he become a great ex- 
horter or a preacher? 
No—he 
was 
given wonderful physical strength, so 
that he became a great 
fighter." 


The spirit of God came upon others, 
and they became kings—like Saul and 
David; some 
became 
prophets—like 
Elijah and Azariah and Isaiah and 


Ezekiel and Daniel. 
But others be- 
came carpenters and masons, so that 
they might build the temple in Jeru- 
salem. 


After you've gone through the en- 
tire story, you are left with the feel- 
ing that "spirituality" isn't the up-in- 
the-air thing that some of us have 
imagined it to be. 
It's a vital, healthy 
thing which helps men and women to 
become strong, wholesome characters, 
living 
perfectly 
normal 
lives—not 
prudes, or Pharisees, or "puritans"— 
but with lots of punch, and not omit- 
ting real fun and laughter. 


But not every 
one who 
is a me- 
chanic, or a king, or a prophet, or a 
general, is necessarily working with 
the spirit 
of God 
as 
the 
directing 
power in their lives. 
The 
point 
is 
that the spirit-filled life may be lived 
out in the ordinary, every-day occupa- 
tions. 


The man or the woman who pos- 
sesses this power need not be anxious 
about the way that it ^hall be shown 
—this will take care of itself. 
All 
they are required to do is to tackle 
the job just ahead, no matter what it 
may be.

cause they didn't go to church, as be- 
cause they thought that the healthy, 
glowing aspirations which 
prompted 
them to strike out vigorously on a plain 
everyday kind of a job, for the sake 
of their fellows, wasn't "regular" re- 
ligion. 


Then they've had an idea that be- 
cause they could not get ùp in meeting 
and fluently use the language of the 
"regulars" that they hadn't jnuch "re- 
ligion." 
And they were wrong again. 
But so was the church wrong, when it 
permitted this kind of an impression 
to grow in the minds of these warm- 
hearted men, but 
who 
lacked 
elo- 
quence. 


That there are about three times as 
many women in the church as there 
are men, doesn't necessarily prove that 
women are more religious than men. 


This situation is primarily "due to 
the fact that the church has been prac- 
tically the only institution which has 
given woman a chance to express their 
social Instincts^—for if you 
were 
to 
carefully analyze women's work 
in 
the church, you would find that it is 
not chiefly "religious" but social. Men 
have had the chance to express their 
social instincts in all kinds of organ- 
izations outside the church. 


That there are at least three times 
as many men in jails and penitentiaries 
as there are women doesn't of'neces- 
sity indicate that men are n^ore crim- 
inal in their tendencies than women. 


Women, for the most part, lead shel- 
tered lives. 
They are protected from 
the rougher things in life. 
Whereas 
men are out in the thick of the fight, 
subjected to all kinds of temptations,, 
and often they fall—sometimes for the 
sake of the women whom they would 
continue to pi-otect from the struggles 
of the rough way. 


Women are gentler, 
more 
tender, 
than 
men. 
Their religion 
may 
be 
sweeter, more emotional than men's. 
But—and this is said with full appre- 
ciation of the fact that women, in the 
main, are better than men—neverthe- 
less, men are just 
as 
religious 
and 
spirituaily-minded 
as 
women—they 
are simply different. 
And this is as It 
should be.

We hear a great deal said about ! 
habits.-?' But it nearly always means . 
bad habits. 
Why should we not think ; 
and speak much about good habits? : 
They are as real and almost as great I 
a power for good as bàd habits are for ; 
evil. 
We do our work-largely by the 
aid of habit. 
How much this helps 
one in playing on an Instrument or 
writing on 
a 
typewriter. 
Through 
many a familiar conjunction of notes 
or of letters the fingers fly with the 
very smallest amount of attention and 
exertion. 
Many a man who is grow- 
ing old will every day get through an 
amount of work that surprises 
his 
friends, and it is possible because he 
works in the lines of lifelong habit. 
Besides, the only possible way to keep 
out bad habits is to form good habits. 
By a necessity of our nature, what- 
ever is frequently and at all regularly 
done becomes habitual. 
If a man has 
been 
the slave 
of 
evil 
habits, and 
wishes to be 
permanently 
free, he 
must proceed by systematic and per- 
severing 
effort 
to 
establish 
corre- 
sponding good habits. 
The education 
of our children, both at school and 
at home, the self-education of 
our 
own early life, consists mainly in the 
formation of intelleectual and moral 
habits. 
I think we ought to talk more 
on this subject, in public and in pri- 
vate—on the power and blessing of 
good habits. 


Consider the value of the habit of 
thankfulness. 
It tends to quell repin- 
ing. 
We are all prone, especially in 
certain moods, to complain of our lot. 
Every one of us has at some time or 
other imagined and perhaps declared 
that he has a particularly hard time in 
this world. 
It is to be hoped that in 
other moods we are heartily ashamied 
of ourselves for such repining. 
But 
how prevent its recurrence? 
A val- 
uable help will be the habit of thank- 
fulness to God. 
Then if a fretful, re- 
pining spirit begins to arise, just in 
the middle, perhaps, of some 
com- 
plaining sentence, we shall suddenly 
change to an expression of thankful- 
ness—and perhaps end with laughing 
at ourselves for the folly of such re- 
pining. 


It tends to enhance enjoyment. 
We 
all know that when we receive a gift 
with any true sentiment and any suit- 
able expression .of thankfulness thé 
reaction of gratitude 
augments 
our 
gratification. 


It serves to soothe ' distress. 
Per- 
sons who are greatly afClicted and not 
wont to be thankful sometimes find 
the memory of past joys only an ag- 
gravation 
of 
present 
sorrow.. Far 
otherwise with one who has learned 
to be habitually thankful. 
For Him 
the recollection of happier hours is , 
atill a comfort. 


It helps to allay anxiety. 
Did you 
ever notice what the 'apostle says to' 
the Phlilppians? "In nothing be anx- 
ious; but in everything by prayer and 
supplication 
with 
thanksgiving 
let 
your requests be made known 
unto 
God. 
And the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall gu'at-d. 
your hearts and

Christ Jesus."

It is a n axiom 
of long standing that men and women 
never 
develop a more manifest interest In their par- 
ttcalar 
line of endeavor than when their eíTort» 
m n attended by the Innocent commendation of 
their children. 


IVajik Matheides, a widower, 44 years old, who 
•onducts a cobbler's shop at 3152 Arkansas ave- 
nue, St. Louis, is a firm believer In this princi- 
ple, and a visit to his shop will béar proof that 
hé further believes that pets, principally those 
of the feathered variety, can be readily adapted 
to attain this end. 
Matheides lives alone In a 
small room in the rear of his shop. 
His feath- 
ered family consists of a bantam rooster named 
Jóhan, a pigeon known a s Bub and a diminu- 
tive yellow canary bird which he calls Babie, 
and whose voluminous voice leads one to doubt 
the accuracy of bis eyes in calculating thé little 
tellew" s dimensions. 
• 


litatheides was busily engaged In separating 
the rooster apd the pigeon, which were In the 
course of a merry tussle when the writer called 
to see the remarkable family. After the cobbler 
had separated them he severely chastised Johan 
for hitting in the clinches, an advantage which 
his adversary 
was unable to 
counterbalance. 
.Jo.'ian s method of violating the late marquis of 
i^'ueensbury's rules consisted of holding Bub's 
licad firmly to the floor with his beak while he 
.( limped repeatedly 
and 
with 
ever-increasing 
vigor up and down upon him with his claws 
extended. 
All of the time the 
fight 
w a s in 
progress Babie, 
from his cage 
in a 
comer, 
screamed his disapproval of this desecration of 


their mutual home.

Pets Have Three Purposes. 


F T E R Bub had sought refuge upon an un- 
/ V 
used shoejack, which he uses for a perch 
at "night, and after Johan had retired eullenly 
to à comer, from which places they continued 
their quarrel by casting occasional hard looks 
a t each other while they erected their 
neck 
feathers, Babie, at the solicitation of his master, 
broke forth into a volume of song which w a s 
'obviously intended to serve aa a harbinger of 
peace. 


The three pets, which Matheideif values above 
ell else in the world, serve three distinct pur- 
poses in their lives. 
The pigeon, as gentle a s 
any of its kin, is a living symbol of love and 
affection. 
At a call from his master he will 
fly to his shoulder, and, after placing his head 
against the shoemaker's cheek, coo In a plaint- 
ive tone that Is barely discernable. 
The canary, 
with its sunshiny disposition, is the personifl- 
eation of Joy, happiness and good wilL 
At a 
llT«n signal from Matheides, he will sing In 
suoh a lusty manner a s to lead his hearers to 
believe that they can easily see great clouds 
of gloom and despair emptying from the little 
ihop. 


On the other hand, with the last two named 
itanding for the more gentle things of life, the 
rooster embodies such a spirit of figh.t a s to 
leave little or no 
room 
to 
house the 
mere 
thought of surrender. 
To observe the rooster 
ruffle Its feathers and become angry, ever ready 
to renew an old quarrel with a neighborhood 
flog or cat. Is more than enough to give the 
master courage in its dull moments and 
fill 
him with a resolve to renew his battle with 
life, said Matheides. 
On days when business is 
?oor, and despair is awaiting outside the door 
with a sandbag, a glance at the 
militaristic 
spirit of the bantam oils the 
flames 
of hope 
within the cobbler. 


With the exception of times when he Is en- 
joying his after-dinner siesta upon a row of 
shelves in a secluded corner, or when he is dis- 
puting with Johan his right to a n equal share 
of the cobbler's attenUons, Bub is invariably 
to be found perched 
either 
upon 
thi^ shoe- 
maker's shoulder or, as is most often thé case, 
apon his left wrist, much in the same manner 
that bunting hawks of medieval days rode for 
nlles seated upon a leather thong incasing th* 
kûimhVÊ wrist.

Each time that the hammer strikes 
the sole leather.

Although the instrument often comes peril-

ously near the bird's head in each descent and 
the impact nearly jars him from his perch, 
Bub never winces, for he seems to know in- 
stinctively 
t h a t 
Matheides 
would 
far 
rather 
strike his own hand than allow his pet to even 
become frightened. 


Matheides, an Austrian by birth, and a resi- 
dent of this counti'y for more than fifteen years, 
lis a newcomer in the neighborhood, and there 
are days now and then when he cannot be said 
to be overworked. 
On these occasions the cob- 
bler m a y pause once in a while to gaze seri- 
ously out of the Window (but these occasions 
are rare, for a broad smile is usually to be 
found Instead), and here is where Bub performs 
the duty for which he seems to know that he 
is best 
fitted. 
H e will, at first, in his attempts 
to cheer Matheides, look Into his master's eye» 
in an appealing manner, cooing the while In a 
most soothing tone. 
If these efforts a r e 
not 
enough to recall the cobbler to his work. Bub 
will fly to Matheides' shoulder with a 
great 
fluttering 
of wings and, rubbing his small head 
affectionately against 
the 
shoemaker's 
face, 
renew his simple animal method of showing his 
efiectiona. 


At this. Matheides Is sure to look Into the 
bird'.T large eyes and to return the sympathy, 
evidenced by this cooing with a few words of 
acknowledgment delivered in a n Austro-German 
diaiect 
A bar of two of song from the canary 
to top this off will produce a merry 
whistle 
fron. the cobbler, bring a cackle from Johan, 
renew the pigeon's interest in the art of laying 
soles and bring again into evidence the squeak 
of the awl, the sound of the hammer and the 
rasr, oi waxed 
thread 
being drawn 
through 
l e u t h e r - t o Matheides the most Inspiring song

bier is bound to be downcast and lonely. 
The 
oia-osJia lb true, for although his cotivérsatlon

human tongue is limited as a rule to 
estimating the cost of performing repair work, 
or the occasional praise to an interested ciifl- 
tomer of his clever pets, Matheides Iseems 
tà- 
derive as much pleasure from conversing with 
his mascots in a tongue which both understlind 
a s if he were listening to the moÈt 
brilliant 
conversationalist. 
In 
addition 
to 
his 
small 
barnyard collection, his shop is crowded with a 
collection of ferns and other plants, all speak- 
Ing. of good care and a n abundance 
of 
sun- 
shine and water. 


"1 love Bub deeply because he Is fàfvér 
té- 
establishing my interest In my work," said Ma- 
theides. 
"He refuses to allow m« to bé Idle. 
Johan I do not love quite so much, because he 
has^tiot the gentle, almost feminine, way 
ol 


doing things that Bub possesses. 
I like Johan 
very much, though," added the cobbler a s he 
saw a look of surprise cross his visitor's face, 
"because I like to see him want to fight and 
become angry. 
It makes me resolved to

Johan, 
the belligerent, has " one 
particular 
brown neighborhood dog under observance and 
for which he bears a most marked feeling of 
hatred. 
The dog forgets the Impending peril 
at times and wanders aimlessly into the shop, 
for he, too, knows that Matheides has a kind 
word for every member of the animal kingdom. 
Johan then comes rushing to the entrance arid

a n d ^ h , well, a dog prefers a life in the open 
anyway and a look at Johan^s hostile attitude 
makes him long to be in his own domain—and 
he usually goes there. 


"While Bub and Johan are always ready 
to 
stand united in assisting their master, they best 
display their individual contempt for each other 
at meal times. 
Matheides compels them to feed 
fror^ the same recéptacle, for he cannot satisfy 
all of the Individual whims of his pets. Through 
constant and bitter quarrels, they have learned 
that 
the most effective way of eating 
their 
food without too frequènt interruptions is to 
stand at o'^posite ends of the plate. 


Both the birds, regardless of their sizes, dis- 
play an appetite that would shame a crew of 
healthy section hands. 
They believe. In their 
animal way, that he who eats the fastest will 
ha-Fe the last bit, and you mayh-est assured that 
there is always a struggle to determine who 
shall have this last tidbit. 
Both always eat, 
whether or not they care to, so that the other 
may have no more than his share.

UB is a veritable 
tease, 
and

favorite way of arousing Johan's ire is to 
stop eating for awhile and walk several times 
around the grain pan, making sure on each 
round to step upon Johdn's back and comb in 
reaching his destination. 
These 
fatnillarities 
with his person are sure to get a rise out of 
tt)e bantam, and at the first sign of hostilities 
Babie screams a wail of protest In a 
shrill 
treble to arouse Matheides and Induce him to 
act as mediator. 


Liko all humans, the cobbler at times cannot 
restrain a desire to tease his pets in an inno- 
cent way, with the result that they love him 
the better for it. 
One of his most effective 
methods of angering Bub, tor it is usually that 
g'entieman who is the object of his desire, will 
Be sUddeiiiy to exhibit a marked feeling of 
affection for the bantam« 
Matheides will ifralt 
until the bird« hav* fed and Until i3ub has 


flown to his pérch on the shelves, where he pre- 
pares to tuck his small head under his wing 
for an afternoon nap. 
The cobbler then will 
pick up the rooster, saying, "Komm, Johan, ich 
lue ihr nights?" when that worthy is reluctant 
to come, sensing, it would seem, the punish- 
ment which is sure to be his at the hands of 
Bub. 


The cobbler will stroke and fondle the rooster 
with effusive praise while he watches from the 
corner of his eye to see what effect this will 
hâve upon Bub. 
The Jealous pigeon, from his 
deeping perch atop the shelves, will at 
first 
deign these carryings-on as unfit to notice. But 
a s the fondling increases and the 
shoemaker 
becomes more ardent in recounting the virtues 
of the bantam. Bub will at last manifést his 
accumulative Jealousy by holding his head aloft 
while he emits noises of protest which are not 
unlilte coughs, and which are meant to be taken 
a6 symbols of great displeasure.

their wings into play. The battle will end with

perches, until the rooster ceases in order

chastise a stray cat or that 
Bub's drowsiness

Also Jealous of Photographer. 


^ E N a photographer visited the shop to ob- 
W 
tain a picture of the family, the pigeon 
took exception to the attentions 
Johan 
Was 
receiving a t the hands of the 
photographer. 
After flying at the newspaper man and beat- 
ing his face With his wings, he pecked 
him 
painfully on thé cheek. After he had béén pet- 
ted, the subject of posing for a picture 
was 
broached. The bantam readily consentedi 
but 
Bub viewed the man with thè càtnéra In a told- 
erànt sort of way, à s if undecided wether to 


allow this. H e w a s finally won o\-er and posed 
in a patronizing way, wearing a bored expres- 
sion Upon his small face. 


Four 
times a 
flashlight 
was exploded, 
but 
neither displayed the slightest interest in the 
proceedings, striking different attitudes 
much 
a s some statesmen pose before newspaper men. 


Matheides has had the pigeon little more than 
two months, and the bantam slightly more than 
six months. H e bought the rooster when 
it 
was a chick, a f t e r the man who sold it to hlra 
had exhibited Its peculiarities of mouth, tall- 
feathers and Other sure-eriough Indications of 
sex. and sent film away thoroughly convinced 
that he was buying a hen. The rooster was car- 
ried home in a shoe-nail box. 


The box is now used in the shop a s a re- 
ceptacle for pegnails. Often the bantam 
will 
stroll over to the box and a f t e r cocking his 
head on one side, survey It In a way whlcrt 
seems to say, "Well, well. To think that 
a 
splendid Targe fellow like myself should ever 
have been so miserably small as to occupy that 
tiny 
box," 


One morning recently. Bub was found by his 
master with his head banging despairingly and 
an ill, very ill, expression 
overclouding 
hla 
countenance. Although the rooster teased him 
and Matheides petted him and filled the grain 
pan a n hour earlier in order to atttract his at- 
tention and arouse his interest. Bub was found 
that night to be a s sick as he had been earlier 
in the day.

pigeon found its way into 
Matheides' 
1 
household a s a substitute for a 
talking 
párrot of which Mathéidés was very fond and 
which he had owned for years. It died shortly 
before the pigeon's arrival. The parrot was a 
source of great comfort, for It could 
speak 
in the huinan tongue and 
amuse the 
s h o e 
makér. Matheides has found the pigeon to rest 
nearer to his heart than the parrot did, for he 
finds 
hla actions much mora comforting than 
the f r a t l n g voice of a parrot c i t i n g fc^ crack- 
éra tirhlch he never ate. 


Can anyone doubt the nearness with which 
a parent clutches a child to his heart, and the 
stimulating effect It m a y have upon him in 
Bpüttlng 
him onward toward a greater 
suc- 
cess, prompted By thlti heartfelt Interest? Ex- 
tracts from the works of Henry 
Wadsworth 
Longféllow radiate a bHlllánt 
comprehension 
of the value of children and their Interest in 


their parents as a potent factor In reviving; i 
desire for success within the, parent, 
whicl 
may have become lax through forgetfulneas of 
the children for whom he is battUng with life. 


Can a more vivid example of a m a n prldini 
himself in his work because his efforts a r e be- 
ing viewed with Interest by children, be fotm4 
than that embodied in Longfellow's descriptloi 
of the children watching the village blacksmitl 
at his anvil. 


Two stanzas from "Tho Village Blacksmith* 
are especially descriptive of this trait In maa. 
The two verses:

Like chaff from a threshing-floor.

Stone Implements 
40,000 Years Old 


The unearthing of ancient Egyptian 
tablets 
and implements at the ancient city of Mem- 
phis, one time capital of Egj'pt, has been going 
on for a. number of years, but perhaps there 
has beeii no more Interesting discovery 
than 
the recent one which unearthed stone house- 
hold implements and tools, estimated to be 40,- 
000 years old and forming pjirt of the collec- 
tion belonging to Meremptah, son and succes- 
sor of Rameses the Great, who reigned 130i 
years before Christ. The Implements 
recently 
were taken from the ancient monarch's 
pal- 
ace, by Dr. Clarence S., Fisher, leader of tha 
Eckley B. Coxe. Jr.. 
expedition. 


Many of the things found in the wonderful 
and extensive palace can be traced back to the 
stone age. according to Dr. Fisher. He also 
discovered 
evidences 
of 
a 
great 
fire, 
which 
must have ravaged a large portion of the pal- 
ace at one time. Desplto this, gold ornaments, 
vases and scarabs 
of Inestimable value 
and 
age were found intact in all parts of the build- 
ing which have been explored. 


Chop Down Trees 


with Dynamite 


One of the newest ways of chopping down a 
tree is by using dynamite to blast it in pieces 
from Us position, according to the Engineering _ 
Record, which tells of operations to secure suit- 
able timber to be used às masts in logging 
operations. 


The proceduré Is for a lumber Jack to climb 
a huge tree to a point where the trunk dwindles 
to about IS inches in diameter. 
There he at- 
taches a string of dynamite cartridges. linked 
together like sausages, with a fuse long enough 
to permit him to get to the ground after light- 
ing It.

torips of cnrelcis men, leading happy-go-lucky 
lives as soldiers of fortune; histories of will- 
fully bad men, reaping the punishing rewards of 
waywardness; 
histories 
of 
unfortunate 
men, 
whose lives always were overshadowed by trag- 
edy or the threat of it; histories of fortune, of 
happiness, of love or tragedy. 


And often it is found that these histories do 
not limit themselves to one person, but extenfl 
to embrace 
entire family within their chap- 
ters; and sometimes they spread on from one 
generation 
to another, 
bringing happiness 
or

In the end, it is true, 
the count obtained 
happiness;

his wlioio 
life must have been tinged 
and e.nbittercd by 
the remembrance of what he liad undergone. 


And, too, one must not overlook the life his- 
tory of the fair Eleanora, so m.uslcally set forth 
in "11 Trovatore." 
The succession of sorrows, 
tragedies 
ar.d 
disappointments 
that 
lead 
up 
to the prison scene where the "Miserere" 
Is 
Bung, on to the 
final 
scene In the 
dungeon 
where she and her lover sing "Back to Our 
Mountains" as they die together, is not the far- 
letched result of a morbid imagination, but the 
actual representation of the lives of many peo- 
ple; not only in the time in which she lived, 
but today. 


One such history a s this In the modern, mat- 
ter-of-fact, every day world is that of Edward 
Bittner of 402SA Cote 
Brilliante avenue, 
St. 
Louis. 
For years his life has been under tho 
Bhadow of tragedy. 
Not just one 
happening, 
but many of them, cast gloom into the life of 
this young man—for he still Is comparatively 
young. 


And now there is the threatening portent of 
the possibility of another tragedy to come—an 
even greater one, perhaps, than those 
which 
have gone before, for It threatens not only the 
happiness, but also the security and even the 
life of Bittner. 
He Is living under a Damocle- 
i n sword, which hangs above him and Is held 
off only by the slender thread of fear of the 
law on the part of another; and no one can tell 
when this thread will snap and the sword de- 
scend.

Cupid Started the TrouWe. 


- T all started years ago when the little blind 
1 
(Jod of Love shot away an arrow and It 


erced the hearts of Arthur Bittner and Miss 
Myrtle Benhoff. 
At that time Arthur 
Bittner 
and Edward Bittner, brothers and sons of a 
wealthy merchant, were living at home at 2231A 
Red Bud avenue, St. Louis. Miss Benhoff lived 
at 1126 St. Louis avenue. F a r from being trag- 
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edy, 
this 
seemed 
to 
be happiness; 
and 
tho 
young couple made mutual promises. 


Arthur Bittner thereupon, being without suf- 
ficient 
money for a venture into 
matrimony, 
sought to obtain some from his father; and at 
once grim tragedy stalked into tho arena of the 
lives of all the family, to remain there to this 
day. 


For, Arthur Bittner's father didn't like the 
idea of his son marrying at that time and re- 
fused him money. This was tragedy to Arthur, 
bccau.sr it was 
the failure of a resource on 
which he had relied and was tlie denial to him 
of what seem.ed the right to happiness. 
So, 
seeking his right to life, liberty and the pur-

Then came the capture of Arthur 
Bittner.

slayer of their father, and testimony was given

Penitentiary 
with a 99-year sentence hanging over his head. 
Tragedy No. 2. 
Same actors. 
Same 
persons 
affected.

RAGEDY NO. S came when the mother oi 
the two boys and wife of the slain man waa 
found dead in a bed at the City Hospital some 
two years after the killing. 
The death of her

the hospital that she mlghit receive the

of care and treatment. At the time she wa« re-

another arrow, which plcrced her heart a sec- 
ond time and that of Uooawin. 
They lived to- 
gether 
for some 
time—then 
tragedy 
entered 
again. 
Husband and wife quarreled and sep- 


arated. 


Mrs. Goodwin Tyent to live with her mother, 
Mrs. Ben H. Benhon.'. 
Some time afterwards. 
Goodwin called at the house and. It Is reported, 
attempted to make a settlement of their marital 
differences. 
He apparently 
was 
unsuccessful, 
for there he killed both his wife and himself 
in August, 1916.

Now he is at large. 
Assumption Is 
made by prison officials and detectives that h* 
will endeavor to make his way back to St. 
Louis, and the police force of the city is main- 
taining a constant lookout for him. 


"Yes, I fear him In one way, and in another 
I don't," replied Edward Bittner, when he waa 
asked directly if he thought his brother might 
come to St. Louis and endeavor to take reveng« 
for testimony given by Edward at the trial. 


There Is further tragedy—or the portent of 
it. 
To be living under the continual fear that 
bodily harm and even death may reach one at 
any moment is terrible—like Damocles living 
under the sword that was suspended over him 
only by a hair.

Organization at Work. 


H 
EADED by a St. Louis girl, Miss Daisy Polk, 
and backed by a California woman whose 
name is not revealed, except to the authorities 
whose permission must be obtained to carry on 
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which could be seen the first trench lines, then 
occupied by the French army, en^a^ed in dow- 
ly pushing back the Germans. 


Miss Polk, herself. Is one of the figures of th« 
war. 
She has done relief work In France, Bel- 
gium, England and Germany. 
A scant thre« 
months after the outbreak of the conflict, six* 
made a name for herself by becomingr "mother" 
for a number of German schoolgirls who wer* 
stranded In England at that time. 
By con- 
vincing the two governments that 
she 
wa» 
above suspicion of being a spy, and was Inter- 
ested only in the welfare of the girls them- 
selves, she was able to take them from Eng- 
land to Germany, and, after remaining, t h « « 
for a time, to bring back to English homes an 
equal number of British girls who had beea 
stranded in Germany. 


She is the daughter of the late W. W. Pol», 
St. Louis architect, who founded the St. LouM 
Merchants' Exchange, and Is a slater of "Willis 
Polk, chairman of the Board of Architects of 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
Other relative« 
still are living in St. Louis. 


Miss Polk is a violinist of note—or was befor* 
the war—and has appeared at a number ot 
private recitals on both hemispheres. In her 
trips between England and Germany she repre- 
sented the International Women's Relief Com- 
mittee. 
Later, she accompanied members of 
that committee on Inspection trips to hospital* 
In the stricken countries, especially in Brittany. 
After a few trips of that sort she wrote: 


"We have visited thirty-four hospitals and 
distributed thousands of garments, medical sup- 
plies, 
surgical 
Insti-uments. 
etc. 
We 
hava 
done only half so far—I sometimes feel that 
there Is nothing In the world but hospitals 
full of sick and wounded soldiers. 
It is really 
very depressing, sometimes."

made to the work of the commission. 
It wa« 
while there 
that her love for France 
drew

The two planned what might be done for 
those ruined French cities and towns and de- 
cided that the restoration of peace conditions 
should be undertaken. The California woman

Polk would see that it was carried out and her 
name withheld from publicity. 
This was agreed 
to and, at the end of last May, Miss Polk 
sailed from New York, having at her disposal 
a huge sum to be used in the work where It 
was 
possible 
to undertake 
restorations 
that 
would be permanent preparations for peace. 


It was realized by both that there was not 
any use in undertakmg the work if their efforts 
were to be nullified by subsequent 
bombard- 
ments from the German guns, so it was decided 
that only such places as were considered free 
from the possibility of renewed attack or occu- 
pation should be assisted until the coming ot 
peaoe. 
But now the fact that the work is be- 
ing carried on in villages from which occupied 
trenches easily can be seen. Indicates a 2on- 
fidence on the part of the French either that 
the war will end soon or that the Invader has 
no chance to make a successful counter attack 
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American ^Women A s e Aiding Rehabilitation 
of Ruined Municipalities in France. 


INCE the world has gotten Its 
fill of war and even the lust of 
the most bloodthirsty has been 
satisfied by the extent of the 
killing 
in 
Europe, 
there 
has 
been talk of peace, rumors of 
tentative 
offers, 
whisperings 
about what this or that or the 
the other neutral ruler was about to accom- 
plish and, even, tentative outlines of demands 
that will be made by one side or the other 
when discussing a peace pact. 


But there has not been, until recently, any- 
concrete evidence that peace was near by, or 
that either side would make proposals to the 
other. 
Germany has announced semiofficially 
that she will make peace only on terms which 
jeem almost the demands of a victor. 
The 
lUied nations, particularly England, have stated 
repeatedly that their people must be prepared 
. for another year, or even two years, of the 


conflict. 
The Entrlish hich oflicials frequently 
issue statements to the effect that the 
war 
must go on until Germany has been "crushed" 
and, probably, the British influence with those 
countries she is 
financing 
In the struggle 
is 
sufficient to sway their armies to her will in 
this matter. 


And even the pope of Rome, whose Influence 
in Europe 
is infinitely greater than In the 
United States, has been unable, apparently, to 
accomplish anything towards bringing about a 
peace pact or even a truce. 
The word "prob- 
ably" should be emphasized in regard to tho 
foregoing, for there must be something going 
on behind the scenes in the cpuncils of nations 
and in the minds of rulers that is moving to- 
wards peace; for, despite the unqualified de- 
nials, 
the peace 
talk 
persists and even, 
at 
times, becomes definite to the extent of saying 
that this or that country is willing to enter- 
tain the idea, provided the enemy makes tho 
first advances. 


aince the expedition financed by Henry Ford 
first started the peace talk whirling about the 
world, there never has been an appreciable let- 
up in the whispered words, the surmising, tho 
calculating, 
the guessing and 
the 
rumoring. 
And, of late, the talk has been gaining in 
volume and becoming more widespread, 
with 


a little more definite character to it.

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Contracts Not Significant. 


S 
OME months ago, when the first crop of 
contracts that had been placed with Amer- 
ican manufacturers of war munitions by bel- 
ligerent nstions expired, there appeared to be 
a time of hesitation among those nations about 
renewing the old contracts and placing new 
ones for cartridges, shells, guns, autos 
aud 
clothing. 
At once peace was whispered, loudly; 
but a quietus was placed on the talk when more 
contracts, fully as large as the original ones 
and covering an additional period of months, 
were distributed throughout the country. 


But in reality there was no great significance 
attached to the placing of these contracts and 
they had but little relation to the peace move- 
ment, for thoy were dictated by preparedness. 
Each nation wished to assure itself of an un- 


to peaceful pursuits. 
The food problem, too, is 
regarded as having considerable inliuence on 
the question and it is believed in some quarters 
that certain nations will be forced to sue for 
peace in order to avoid absolute starvation and 
the fate of Belgium and Poland. 


"To relieve the sufferings of war and for 
other municipal purposes," 
is the announced 
reason for obtaining the loans. 


The first part of the phrase means, caring for 
the poor and destitute in those cities that have 
been thrown on tho mercies of tho public by 
reason of the loss of their money-earning rela- 
tives in the war, or because they were forced 
to flee from some district of France which the 
Germans took possession of. 
It has little bear- 
ing on the peace proposition, apparently. 


The second part of the phrase means most, 
for It implies reconstruction, the rebuilding of 
ruins, the repairing of public utilities which 
were suffered to lapse Into unsatisfactory con- 
dition during the'war, the re-establlshment of 
manufacturing plants which had been idle- or 
engaged in making munitions, and the shaping 
up of those communities to resume the housing 
of thousands of people returning to the paths 
of peace and tho mills of Industry. 


Nor is that all. 
America—that is to say. 


the work, there is an organization in France 
that Is going to the various villages behiim ine 
lines which 
sulTered 
heavily 
from 
bombard- 
ments, and undertaking to clear away the de- 
bris, rebuild such houses as are not completely 
destroyed, reshape the public necessities, pro- 
vide new homes for the destitute and, gener- 
ally speaking, make the places habitable again 
—to restore them, so far as possible, to the pre- 
war condition, and make them ready for the 
pursuits of peace when peace shall dawn again. 


This organization operates all along tlie part 
of France from which the Germans have been 
driven, and It even ventures into the zone of 
actual 
fighting. 
Many small village^ have been 
aided by it. 
Of these is Vitrimont, where the 
work was carried on by Miss' Polk personally. 
At that time, Jiiss Polk made her headquarters 
In a house in the village from the windows of 


along the lines of tho big drive on Fans. 


With Miss Polk is Miss Ethel Crocker ol 
California and 
Princess 
Ponlatowski, 
also

They are assisting in the work and have been 
Instrumental in raising some of the money that 
is doing so much to rehabilitate the stricken 
districts. 
Gertrude Atherton, the novelist, who 
made a trip through Franco recently, met the 
three in Nancy and inspected some of the work 
they were doing. 
Of it she wrote: 


"This is truly a great Idea and will redound 
to the glory of California, which, with the entire

Bummarlzed from 15 years' 
experi- 
ments at the West Virginia Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, on a soil 
IiaviEg a need of two tons of lime- 
Btone per acre and containing the fol-

Everj' ton of manure 
applied 
alone has produced an increase valued 
at $3.12. 


2. 
Every dollar's 
worth of 
acid 
phosphate applied alone has given an 
average of $4.63 worth of increase. 


3. 
Nitrate of soda, sulphate of pot- 
ash, and acid phosphate applied in 
combination have given three times as 
much increase per acre as acid phos- 
phate alone, and $2.32 for every dol- 
lar invp-Tted. 


4. 
Tho use of lime alone has not 
given sufficient increase to pay for the 
cost of application. 
But, every dol- 
lar inve.sted in lime and applied in 
connection with complete fertilizer has 
given an increase valued at S1.35. 
In 
1915 tlie yield of clover was doubled 
on the limed plots as compared 
to 
that on the plots receiving no lime. 


5. 
Under the system of farming 
practiced in this experiment, complete 
fertilizers would be much more desir- 
able than acid phosphate alone. 
But 
this is not an ideal farming system 
for the economic maintenance of fer- 
Ilfty. 
' o green crops 
have 
been 
plowed under, no manure has been 
applied 
to the fertilizei* plots, 
and 
only three legumes have been grown 
In fifteen years. ' 


Economy in fertilizer practice re- 
quires that we plan for several years 
In advance. 
High yields can be in- 
sured 
by 
using 
large 
amounts 
of 
readily 
available 
plant 
fo-ni 
carh 
year. 
This method is expensive. The 
same results can be more economical- 
ly attained by gradnally building up 
the stock of phosphorus, organic mat- 
ter. and lime in a soli until the plant 
food that becomes available each year 
through natural processes is sufficient 
for maximum crops. 


In speaking with a party recently 
concerning the benefits derived from 
the planting of shade trees, shrubbery 
and vines around a house, he said: 
"It Is surprising to me that more peo- 
ple do not give greater attention to 
this phase of home development. 
In 
my life I have built five houses and In 
every instance I have planted some 
shade trees, roses and other shrubbery 
because I not only admire them and 
love to see them grow and develop but 
in the selling of my property I have 
realized several hundred dollars more 
than I would have, had there been no 
plantings made." 


Another writer says: 
"Twenty-five 
dollars would plant and care for at 
least five elm trees for a 10-year per- 
iod. 
It is a moderate estimate to say 
that at the end of the second year, a 
building lot would be 
worth 
$100 
more for their presence. 
At the end 
of 25 years no man who owned the 
land on which they stood would take 
$100 apiece for them. 
Plant an elm 
or a maple near your home and look 
upon it as a $100 endowment policy, 
maturing in 19 40. with no premiums 
after tlie first year." 


"No one thinks of shade trees as a 
profitable crop, and yet of all vegeta- 
ble growth cultivated by the hand of 
man. none renders a more generous 
return." 


If five elm trees are worth $25 at 
the end of ten years, for the return of 
shade and attractiveness only, what 
would be the value of five good bear- 
ing walnut trees. 
There is no tree 
more handsome or suitable for plant- I 
ing If only shade and attractiveness is : 
wanted. 
We think all practical, and ; 
really 
right-minded 
farmers 
agree 
that shade trees beautify and enhance 
the value of farm property, and the 
wonder is that any farmer will neglect 
to plant trees about his home. 
Of 
course, they require some little at- 
tention for awhile at least, and later 
on they must be pruned and cared for 
if the best results are to be had from 
this form of Investment. 
It would be 


' the height of folly to take the trouble 
of planting trees, and then consider 
that the work Is ended forever On that 
tree. 
To obtain symetrlcal, 
hand- 
some treet, they must .be pruned and 
pruned ''intelligently. 


There Ui a right and a wrong way 
of pruning 
shade 
trees. 
Topping 
should preferably be done after the 
leaves drop in thé fall and before the 
buds swell In the spring but It is safe 
to do the work at other seasons. 


Wliy We ï»mne Trees. 


To remove dead wood.—The reason 
for removing dead wood Is obvious. 
It Is in the way. 
It breeds disease; It 
is unsightly and dangerous. 
The way 
to do It is to cut it out, removing all 
dead or decayed portion. 
Smooth off 
the surface so that water will not ga- 
ther. 
If a cavity remains, paint It 
with a lead paint to keep out fun- 
gous and insect pests, then fill the 
hole with a material that will keep 
out the m-oisture aiid squirrels and up- 
on which a new bark may find sup- 
port to grow. 


To 
remove crowding 
branches.— 
Branches that rub against and bruise 
one another when the wind 
blows 
should be taken put aâ soon as pos- 
sible. 
The branch should be cut off 
clean, close to the main stem with a 
slanting cut so that water will drain 
off. 
Then coat with a tar or lead 
paint to keep off water and insects 
which bore into and lay eggs in green 
wood. 
^ 


To Increase flowers and fruit,—in 
order to understand this we must be 
able to distinguish between leaf and 
floiver buds. 
The 
flower 
buds 
are 
usually larger and of different shape 
from leaf buds. 
By removing limbs 
or twigs which contain only leaf buds 
we will accomplish our purpose. 
The 
cut must be made clean and smooth 
and if a large surface of heart wood 
l3 left exposed it should be painted. 
In removing such limbs care must be 
taken not to destroy the natural sym- 
metry and shape of 
the 
specimen. 
This naturally symmetrical shape Is

To remove unbalanced parts.—It is 
a common practice to prttne In order 
to thicken the head, strenghthen the 
specimen, and create a more dense 
shade. 
This is the question that most 
ihterésts us in the general shaping and 
care of ornamental treeS. 
We want 
to know how to "top" our soft maples, 
and whether or not we should top the 
elm at the same time. 


Tree Structure. 


To understand 
topping 
we 
must 
study tree structure. 
Trees are either 
opposite or alternate leaved. 


In the 
Opposite-leaved 
trees 
the 
terminal bud develops a new stem. 
The side buds develop also and each ' 
in turn-devélops a terminal bud and' 
side buds. 
This kind of a tree forms 
naturally a "leader" 
or 
stem 
that 
grows straight from the ground to the 
top of the tree and the limbs unless 
accidentally injured tend to develop 
symmetrically 
about it—e. 
g., 
the 
maple. 


When you top such a tree or in 
other words remove the terminal bud, 
you give more strength to the side 
buds. 
They develop more abundant- 
ly, thickening the tree and reducing 
its spindly length, until it becomes 
a stronger and a denser shade tree. 
Such a tree should be topped before 
it gets so old that the cut will not 
heal over, and the cut place must be 
made smooth and water proof. 
On 
the other hand the 
alternate-leaved 
trees tend to send a branch first to 
one side and then to the other side 
—e. g., the elm. 


Until the tree grows out of reach 
of our hand and strength we can keep 
it bent straight or the one-side bud ' 
removed so that it will tend to send 
up a straight stem. 
But as soon as It ; 
gets beyond our reach the identity of i 
the trunk Is lost in the branches and ' 
one may not as a rule trace the main i 
trunk clear to the top of the tree. 
If | 
such a tree is topped from time to, 
time we may easily leave tho last bud 
always on the same side of the stem 
and a tree will grow all to one side. 


Beyond this we must consider the 
natural strength of a tree. 
There is 
no object in trimming or topping a 
strong hardwood tree such as an oak 
or a 
sugar 
maple 
that 
ordinarily 
would not be broken In 
the 
wind. 
Such a tree is naturally adapted to 
self-form-tion and unless Injured by 
some external cause will take care of 
Itself. 


There are two other things w© must 
know about trees. 
First, certain var- 
ieties or species will never make good 
ornamental 
shade trees and 
should 
not be used. 
Many are poor because 
they are too open: buds too far apart 
on the stem and branches come out 
at long Intervals. 
Other trees 
ara 
objectionable because of the bad odor 
of their flowers, brlt'tle twigs, drop- 
ping leaves, shedding of bark, or short 
life. Secondly: the method of branch- 
ing or the angle of branching with the 
trunk af-'-cta Its form.

The Six Formfl. 


There are six form» Into "wblcta tree* 
may be grouped. 


a. 
Vase form—elm. 
Round-topped—mapl^ 
Boxiform—hickory. 
Coniform—áprucé or i>lne, 
- 
ryramidal—^Lombardy poplar. 
Grotesque—ariiflclally propagat- 
ed trees like the umbrella catalpa or 
Tea's weeping mulberry. 


(a). 
Vase form.—^In a vase form 
tree the branches bend up, then out 
and down,—the trunk forming 
the 
stem. 
Topping this tree will make It 
dished on top and weaken its struc- 
ture. 
It cannot grow together again 
and a "fatal crotch" 1» formed in the 
branches. 


(b). 
Round-topped.—^The branches 
of round-topped trees grow out and 
then bend up and inward forming a 
globular top. 
Cutting off the tips of 
sucli branches thickens. the top and 
strengthens the growth. 
Such a tree 
Is the soft maple and by careful hand- 
ling proper results will be gained. The 
difiSculty is that such a tree Is usually 
of a softwood and short lived variety 
that is past its prime of life at a time 
when It needs such topping. 


(c). 
Boxlfonn.—Trees that are in- 
cluded in the boxiform group 
also 
branch squarely or at right anglés to 
the' trunk rnd the top branches ex- 
tend to approximately the same length 
as the lower ones. 
Such a tree may 
be topped, if it is desirable to have it 
lower or the lower branches may be 
removed. 
Doing this will make the 
foliage mass more cubical rather than 
rectangular and 
has a tendency 
to 
create a specimen that is out of pro- 
portion. 


(d). 
Coniform.—Branches of trees 
in the coniform group form a right 
angle with the trunk. 
The lower 
limbs are wide and the others shorter 
as they approach the top of the tree 
until the tree tapers down to a point. 
Topping destroys its chance to develop 
a cone shape and 
removing 
lower 
limbs destroys Its beauty. 
Such trees 
are beautiful as lawn specimens, but 
are too low branched to be of value 
for street shade. 


(e). 
Pyramidal. — The 
Liombardy 
poplar and others of tha pyramidal 
type have Ilftbs that tend to grow 
straight 
upwards, 
parallel 
to 
the 
trunk. 
The beauty of this specimen 
is in Its unique spirelike shape which 
adapts It to a specimen used to at- 
tract attention, for example, to mark 
entrances or to cause variety of sky- 
line in group massing. 
Such a tree 
does not as a rule spread wide enough 
to give shade and no pruning will 
change its angle of branching. 


(f) 
Grotesque trees.—Trees of the 
grotesque class are of odd and un- 


I usual character. 
They are either too 
! Irregular or too formal to be adapted 
; to naturalistic planting and 
usually 
branch too low to allow traffic under- 
neath. 


It would be safe then to say that 
soft wood trees like cottonwood, box 
elder, soft maple, and catalpa need 
topping. 
Locusts, 
sj'camores, 
and 
hickories need to have dead wood re- 
moved 
before it falls. 
Other 
trees 
need to be shaped or headed up and 
given a fair start in life when they are 
12 to 20 feet high. 
If this is done 
they will 
thereafter 
take 
care 
of 
then»selves unless artiñcially or acci- 
dentally Injured- 


What Trees ShaU I Plant? 


Trees adapted to shade on lawn and 
street must have the following char- 
acteristics: 


1. 
Tall and wide spreading. 


2. 
Straight 
trunk and well 
bal- 
anced top. 


3. 
Long life and durability of wood. 


4. 
Strength of limb and freedom 
from Insect and fungous pests. 


5. 
Deep root s>'stem.

ground to permit traffic underneath.

The Effect of Ration 
On Yoang Dairy Cows 


"Many 
of 
the 
most 
thoughtful 
breeders are asking agricultural ex- 
periment stations if it is possible to 
follow any method 
of feeding and 
management of dairy heifers that will 
make it more certain that the heifers 
will be good producers. 
It is another 
application of the question as to th* 
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Proper Feeding Conntik 


relative importance of heredity and 
environment. 


"It is a well-known fact that thera 
is considerable difference in practice 
among 
cattlemen 
In regard 
to the 
feeding and handling of dairy heifers. 
We find radically different views on 
some points. 
Some hold that a cow 
should be fresh at a very early age to 
insure the best development of tho 
milking functions. 
Others take a di- 
rectly opposite view and prefer a cow 
to be quite well-matured and stat® 
that only in such animals are 
the 
milk 
producing functions the 
most 
highly developed. 
Some who raise 
dairy cattle feed their calves only 
bulky feed and in rather scant quan- 
tities. 
Others feed largely wth grain 
and grow them as rapidly as possible. 
Some hold that if a heifer of a dairy 
breed Is allowed to get fat when young 
she develops a tendency to use her 
food for body fat all her life rather 
than to produce milk. 
Others hold 
that the dairy qualities of a cow ara 
not Influenced in any way by tha me« 
thod of feeding when young and that 
no harm comes from a heifer being 
fat. 
Some desire to develop the larg- 
est animals possible for the 
breed. 


The Missouri Agricultural Experiment 
Station undertook a careful investU 
gation for the purpos» of determining. 
If possible, some of the principles up- 
on which practical methods of raising 
dairy cows should be based. 
It was 
thought that by raising dairy heifers 
in the University of Missouri 
her4 
under different conditions and keeping 
full records from birth until th® cow 
had been in milk two years it would bt 
possible to come to some more defi- 
nite conclusion regarding the possibls 
Influence of the treatment when young 
upon the future usefulness of the ani- 
mal for dairy jBurposes." 


Tho general 
foncluslon ttom 
th« 
work of thes» ^veatigatlona is that 
It Is possible to influence the rate of 
growth, size when mature, and. typ« 
to some extaot. by the liberality ot 
the raUon during the growing period, 
and the age at Jlrst calving. 
Within 
limit« of va/iation, even far beyond 
the normal, the character of the ra- 
tion with reference to amount of nu- 
trients 8v:pplled does not exert any 
appreciable effect upon the milking 
functions of the cow when mature." 


Proper Way of Feeding 


(H. L. Keinp'^ler; Missouri College of 
Asriculture.) 


A hen laying 200 eggs in a year is 
not at a : unusual. 
A four-pound hen 
laying i.I.is number will produce six 
times iiei weitht in eggs. 
To do this 
she will ifquir^ from seventy to eighty 
pounds ci feed. 
For economical pro- 
duction it is necessary (1) that the 
food be rropefly selected, (2) that it 
be fed in correct p'oportion and in a 
Judiciou: manner <n order that 
her 
digestive orga is mny be kep't in good 
condition (3) that she be fed enough 
BO that '•-he his plenty of surplus for 
egg production. 
' 


The picblems of poultry feeding re- 
quire good judgment and keen obser- 
vatiiJn. 
Hens fed i(-r egg production 
should nave .''oods high in the food 
elements which are found in 
eggs. 
Those fed in the fattening pens should 
have the foods which most economical- 
ly produce fat. 
The best ration, then. 
Is the one which supplies most eco- 
nomically the food requirements of 
the bird for the purpose for which it 
is kept. 


It should be remembered that one 
of the principles of poultry feeding Is 
that the hen cannot do well If fed on 
a whole grain ration. 
Not only does 
a ration.^of g-ain fail to furnish the 
proper tVod nutrients, but such a ra- 
tion is fJlfiiculr. for the bird to digest 
properly. 
The great fault with the 
farriier ir his poultry feeding is that 
he atten pts to fee.i a whole grain ra- 
tion, and generally only one grain at 
that. 
Such a ration results in poor 
Pgg production and also causes diges- 
tive disorders and liver and 
kidney 
troubles 
Complaints of this 
kind 
frequently come to the department of 
poultry husbandry and a 
suggested 
change in the ration has usually re- 
sulted ir the elimination of the trou- 
ble. 
Efihclent digestion demands 
a 
combination of 
whole 
and 
ground, 
irairis. 
A i-atfon should 
consist 
of. 
grains and giound feeds. 
Generally j 
speaking twice as much grain should | 
be consumed as ground feed. 
This 
depends, of course, upon the nature of 
me foods fed.

The frozen and ¿rled egg Industry, 
declares a new publication of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, is a perma- 
nent one because It meets a distinct 
economic need. 
Many eggs whioh 
could not stand long shipments may 
be preserved as wholesome food by 
freezing them out of the shell or by 
drj'ing. 
Tn the beginning, 
however, 
there was a natural popular prejudice 
against the business, which was In- 
creased by the ignorance and 
care- 
lessness of some of the pioneers. 
It 
was under these conditions that the 
Department of Agriculture undertook 
a study of the problem In order to lay 
the groundwork for a scientific pre- 
paration of an extremely 
perishable 
product. 
Some of the results of this 
study have just been published In a 
professional paper. 


The eggs commonly used by reput- 
able firms for breaking are small or 
oversized eggs and dirty, cracked, or 
shrunken eggs. 
To the trade these 
are known as "seconds." 
They are 
not to be confused with eggs that are 
unfit for human 
use, such as 
the 
classes known as black, white mixed 
and sour rots, green whites, eggs with 
stuck yokes, musty and moldy eggs, 
blood rings, etc. 
Thèse should be re- 
jected entirety or else iisad for tan- 
ning purposes only. 
Bggs with a bad 
odor should be rejected absolutely. 


Careful candling before the eggs go 
to the breaking room Is one of the 
principal points upon th« Importance 
of 
which 
the 
new 
bulletin 
Insists. 
Careful candling Is not only necessary 
to prevent the use of unfit eggs, but 
it will- also prevent the waste of a 


••• 


No. 1 Is almost a perfect egg 
times as long as it Is thick and weighs 
over 2 ounces. 


No. 2 Is too long for the width. 
No. 3 Is too short and round. (High 
producers usually lay eggs shaped like 
No. 1.) 


number of perfectly good eggs which 
might otherwise be rejected. In order 
to Insure that the 
eggs 
aro 
well 
candled, 
the 
bulletin 
recommends 
some system by which the work of In- 
dividual candlers may be 
checked. 
Eggs that it Is found diflUcuIt to grade 
should be set aside by the regular 
candlers for examination by an ex- 
pert. 
Furthermore, the eggs should 
be graded again when out of the shell, 
for certain kind« of infection can only 
be detected when the eggs have been 
broken. 
When grading eggs Out of 
the shell, only two grades should be 
recognized—food eggs 
and 
tanner's 
eggs. 


While It Is desirable, from a 
finan- 
cial 
standpoint, 
that 
the 
breaker« 
should work with rapidity, too much 
speed Is not to be desired because of 
the danger that unfit eggs may be 
Included with good ones before the 


breaker can 
detect 
the 
difference. 
When this happens, no attempt should 
be made to save t^e good eggs. 
In 
practice, it was found that in order 
to prevent waste and to insure good 
grading, no more than three 
eggs 
should be broken into a cup before it 
is emptied. 
It was also found that 
from twelve to sixteen eggs a minute 
Is as rapid work as can be done satis- 
factorily. 
Even this is not possible if 
the breakers are permitted to talk or 
their attention Is distracted from their 
work in other ways. 


The paper, which is entitled. "A 
Study of the Preparation of Frozen 
and Dried Eggs in the Producing Sec- 
tions." also discusses In some detail 
the 
measures 
necessary 
to 
secure 
cleanliness In egg-breaking establish- 
ments. 


It emphasizes the necessity for sep- 
arate rooms for 
chilling, 
candling, 
breaking, 
freezing 
and 
drying 
the 
eggs. 
Each should -be maintained at 
a definite temperature by artificial re- 
frigeration. 
A room for washing and 
sterilizing the utensils should adjoin 
the breaking room. 
When a bad egg 
is found, all apparatus contaminated 
by It must be exchanged for clean, and 
the hands of the operator washed be- 
fore beginning work again. 


The production of frosen and dried 
eggs, It Is said, is primarily an indus- 
try for the egg-producing 
sections. 
Many eggs that now reach the large 
consuming markets In a totally unfit 
condition could be saved and a large 
portion of the annual waste elimi- 
nated if they were treated in time. 


MADE THß AUTO WORK.

cutter.

thè operation of flirm machinery.

HENS NEED FRESH AIR. 


A poultry house usually needs more 
ventilation than Is given. Fresh air Is 
fiir more 
Important 
than 
warmth. 
Fresh air means 
health 
but 
must 
never be supplied by a draft. 
The 
poultry house should furnish protec- 
tion from storms and cold winds, and 
always provide a clean, dry feeding 
floor and a clean, dry Toostlng place. 
If a house is damp In winter it la us- 
ually because there is not enough ven- 
tilaUon, and more air must be ad- 
mitted in some form to carry out tha 
dampness and bad air. 


A Handy Device 


One of the most ingenious of time 
saving contrivances is the fruit ga- 
therer designed by a Kentucky man. 
It collects all the fruit that falls from 
a tree and holds it where it can be 
quickly picked up and placed in a 
basket, also saving the apples, pears, 
or whatever they may be from damage 
by falling. 


l<Ynit Gatherer. 


A circle of stakes is driven around 
the tree in a radius wide enough to 
include anything that falls from It. 
A circle of canvas, with a hole In the 
middle to receive the trunk of the 
tree, is fastened around the latter and 
also fastened to the stakes with the 
outer edge of the ring lower than the 
portion around the tree. 
Around the 
outer edgs, too, is a wall to keep tho 
contents f>om rolling off to the ground.

Plague Geims Often 
Latent For Yeiurs 


"If tuberculosis is not 
hereditary 
why is 11 usually found In most of the 
members of an Infected family?" 


The reason, according to Dr. I. J. 
Murphy 
of 
the 
Jllnnesota 
Public 
Health Association. Is this: 
- "The first case in a family usually 
Infects a)i the other members of the 
family before the case is diagnosed or 
sent to a sanatorium. 


"Infection of other members of a 
family can be prevented, as a rule, 
only by removing the source of the in- 
fection lo a sanatorium," adds Doctor 
Murphy. 
"Children especially should 
be safeguarded from Individuals who 
may be casting off tubercle bacilli in 
their sputum or mouth spray. 
Today 
authorities agree that childhood is tMl 
period oí infection. 


"Most of those who develop con- 
sumption In adult life have carried tho 
latent infection from childhood and 
have not received a new infection at 
the time the symptoms appear. 
The 
extremely 
h e a v y death rate from tu- 
berculosis between the ages of 20 and 
30 Is due to childhood Infections which 
are 'lit up' by the various forms of life 
strains to which ysung adults are sub- 
jected. 


"The cnset of tuberculosis Is very 
insidious. 
In case of doubt consult a 
physician. 
A cough lasting more than 
three weeks, a daily afternoon

Going After the Car Shortage 


That public welfare and public comfort arc considerations that 


Brast weigh ai against even the lure of attractive proEts while the 
getting of them is good is in effect the significance of a sweeping 
order just issued by the Indiana public service commission designed 
to relieve the ooal car shortage in this state. The order was directed 
against all railroads having lines to Indiana coal fields. It stipulate; 
that these railroads shall keep the commission informed daily as to 
ihipmenta of coal, that the roads shall keep their cars on the move 
and that they shall not accept shipments of coal which are to be 
reconsigned to other points within the state. The commission canno 
of course, exercise authority over shipments tom points outside of 
Indiana, but its intervention in the local territory should be able to 
show.some beneficial results. It ought to make it possible for many 
Indiana localities, facing the stress of winter with meagre fuel sup- 
plies, to get some relief. 


The order is the outcome of a hearing held late in November, at 


which evidence established the fact that Indiana mines were not 
receiving cars in sufficient numbers either to supply the demand or to 
operate continuously, and that because the coal was not moved the 
mines were forced to close from one to three days each week. It was 
shown that the demand for Indiana coal by public institutions, utili- 
ties, manufacturing plants and other large consumers no less than the' in fact than we fancy ourselves, so 
private user of coal was not being met, and that coal car equipment, 
loaded and unloaded, was being permitted to stand idle at various 
terminals and sidings in the state and not expeditiously returned to 
the mines for reloading. Blame for this cannot fairly be placed 
wholly on the railroads, for the speculators, taking advantage of the 
situation, elected to pay demurrage charges and held up hundreds of. 
cars of coal in the play for the rising market behind which stern 
necessity was driving. 


Just how much relief to the state the order will be able to give 


cannot be determined, of course, until it gets into operation, but it is 
gratifying, to see the start made toward a correction of the car 
shortage situation. Confronted by the public service commission's 
edict, the railroads win at least be in position to enforce the return 
of cars without the delay occasioned by the machinations of the coal 
speculator and to demonstrate what they can do in relieving the 
shortage when they have a fair chance. It is going to make reason- 
ably clear, too, where the bulk of the real responsibility for the coal 
shortage lies. The railroads now have an opportunity to absolve 
themselves from all suspicion in the matter.

ducted without postage. If the mail 
had been stamped in the usual way it 
would .have netted the government $2,- fjj51 


000,000 in 1915. Food supplies for war 
prisoners are transported by express 
without charge. Arolunteer workers 
have a bureau for locating missing 
prisoners, and uniting mothers and 
child refugees. 


Swiss students provide text books 


and 
conduct correspondence courses 


with students in German, French and 
Russian prison camps. 


In Swiss hotels and sanatorlums, tu- 


bercular soldiers of all the warring na- 
tions receive treatment under guard ol 
Swiss troops, the cost of keeping them 
being partially paid by their respective 
governments. 


.Serbian children friave been adopted 
by Swiss families. 


Recently the Swiss i.olltical depart- 


ment has arranged 
to provide able 


bodied men with employment which 
will not interfere with the native work- 
ing man. 


In this connection it is necessary to 


add that the idea of the Red Cross or- 
iginated with a citizen of Geneva, and 
that the first international organiza- 
tion to deal with the subject met in 
that city. 


Whoever has the Christmas spirit in

ers be placed on tha bread loaves. 
The stickers are to tell just how much 
the loaf weighs. This would conform 
exactly with the spirit of the state 
law, Tolan points out. 


"When prices of materials are such 


that the pound loaves can be given for 
6 cents. I would expect bakers to re- 
turn to the standard loaves,", Tolan 
said. 
"Stickers are to be used only 


when the bread runs less than a 
pound. 
I would trust the bakers in that 


respect. I think they would mean to 
do the right thing. I have no quarrel 
with the bakers. 
My action is only. 


prompted by my duty to uphold the 
law. 
I hope the bakers get together 


after this flurry and form an organi- 
zation so that their action will be 
regular."

Frank Matheldes, a widower, 44 years old, who 


•onducts a. cobbler's shop at S1B2 Arkansas ave- 
nue,'St. Louis, is a firm believer In this princi- 
ple, and a visit to his shop will bear proof that 
he further believes that pets, principally those 
of the feathered variety, can be readily adapted 
to attain this end. Matheides lives alone In a 
small room in the rear of hii shop. Hla feath- 
ired family consists of a bantam rooster named 
Johan, a pifeon known as Bub and a diminu- 
tive yellow canary bird which he calls Babia. 
and whose voluminous voice leads one to doubt 
the accuracy of his eyes in calculating the little 
teliow's dimensions. 


Matheides was busily engaged In separating 


the rooster and the pigeon, which were In the 
course of a merry tussle when the writer called 
to see the remarkable family. After tha cobbler 
had separated them he severely chastised Johan 
for hitting In the clinches, an advantage which 
his adversary wag unable to counterbalance, 
.lo.'iun's method of violating the late marquis of 
QuoensDurys rules consisted of holding Bub's 
head firmly to the floor with his beak while he 
jumped repeatedly and with ever-increasing 
vigor up and. down upon him with his claws 
extended. All of the time the fight was In 
progress Babie, from his cage In a corner, 
screamed his disapproval of this desecration of 
their mutual home.

A used shoejaok, which he uses for a perch 
at night, and after Johan had retired sullenly 
to a corner, from which places they continued 
their quarrel by casting occasional hard look» 
at each other while they erected their neck 
fathers, Babie, at the solicitation of his master, 
broke forth into a volume of aong which was 
obviously intended to serve aa a harbinger of 
peace. 


The three pets, which Matheides values above 


all else In the -world, serve three distinct pur- 
poses in their lives. The pigeon, as gentle as 
any of its kin, is a living symbol of love and 
affection. At a call from bis master he will 
fly to his shoulder, and, after placing his head 
against the shoemaker's cheek, coo in a plaint- 
ive tone that is barely discernable. The canary, 
with its sunshiny disposition, Is the personifl- 
oatlon of Joy, happiness and good will. At a 
given signal from Matheides, he will sing in 
such a lusty manner as to lead his hearers to 
believe that they can easily see great clouds 
of gloom and despair emptying from the little 
ihop. 


On the other hand, with, the last two named 


standing for the more gentle things of life, the 
rooster embodies such a spirit of fight as to 
leave little or no room to house tha mere 
thought of surrender. To observe the rooster 
ruffle its feathers and become angry, ever ready 
to renew an old quarrel with a neighborhood 
aog or cat. Is more than enough to give the 
master courage In Us dull moments and fill 
him with a resolve to renew his battle with 
life, said Matheides. On days Tvhen business Is 
joor, and despair is awaiting outsMe the door 
with a sandbag, a glance at the militaristic 
spirit of the bantam oils the flames of hope 
wi'.hlr. the cobbler. 


With the exception of limes when he Is en- 


joying his after-dinner siesta upon a row of

Ills shop Is crowded with a 
collection of ferns and other plants, ail speak- 
ing of good care and an abundance of 
sun- 


shine and water. 


"I love Bub deeply because he Is forever re- 


establishing my interest In my work," said Ma- 
theides. "He refuses to allow me to be idle. 
Johan I do not love quite so much, because ha 
has not the gentle, almost feminine, way ol 


doing things that Bub possesses. I like Johan 
very much, though," added the cobbler as ha 
saw a look of surprise cross his visitor's face, 
"because I like to see him want to fight and 
become angry. It makes me resolved to fight 
when t become discouraged. Without my pets' 
encouragement I might have failed long ago." 


Johan, the belligerent, has one particular 


brown neighborhood dog under observance and. 
for which he bears a most marjked feeling of 
hatred.

for he, too, knows that Matheides has a kind 
word for every member of the animal kingdom.

Etop eating for awhile and walk several times 
around the grain pan, making sure on each 
round to step upon Johan'a back and comb in 
reaching his destination.

the bantam, and at the first sign of hostilities 
Bablo screams a wail of protest in a shrill 
treble to arouse Matheides and Induce him to 
act as mediator. 


Like all humans, tho cobbler at times cannot 


restrain a desire to tease his pets in an inno- 
cent way, with tho result that they love him 
the better for It. 
One of his most effective 


methods of angering Bub, for it is usually that 
gentleman who is the object of his desire, will 
be suddenly to exhibit a marked feeling of 
affection for the bantam. Matricides will wait 
until the birds have fed and until Bub has 


flown to his perch on the shelves, where he pre- 
pares to tuck .his small head under his wing 
for an afternoon nap. 
The cobbler then will 


pick up the rooster, saying, "Komm, Johan, lc$ 
tue ihr nights?" when that worthy is reluctant 
to come, sensing, it would seem, the punish- 
ment which is sure to be his at the hands of 
Bub. 


The cobbler will stroke and fondle the rooster 


with effusive praise while he watches from the 
corner of his eye to see what effect this will 
have upon Bub. The jealous pigeon, from his 
sleeping perch atop the shelves, will at first 
deign these carryings-on as unfit to notice. But 
aa the fondling increases and the shoemaker 
becomes more ardent in recounting the virtues 
of the bantam. Bub will at last manifest his 
accumulative Jealousy by holding his head aloft 
while he emits noises of protest which are not 
unlike coughs, and which are meant to be taken 
as symbols of great displeasure. 


Finally, when he no longer can curb his spirit 


of animosity toward Johan, he will fly to Ma- 
theides' shoulder and, pausing there momen- 
tarily to freeze tho bantam with a. blood- 
thirsty stare, run headlong down the cobbler's 
arm and bury his beak again and again Into the 
feathers of the object of his rage. Matheides 
is careful to bold the rooster's head so he can- 
not use. hl» beak effectively upon the pigeon, 
for, although the pigeon's .violent attack cannot

ability of cliildren to fill this emptiness. 


Note in describing the daily life of Sir Fede- 


rlgo, after he had squandered his estates and 
had been refused by Monina Giovanni, whom 
his rival wed: 


Then he withdrew in poverty and pain, 
To this small farm, the last of his domain, 
His only comfort and his only care, 
To prune his vines and plant the fig and pear, 
His only forester and only guest 
His laicon, faithful to him, when tha rest, 
Whose Witling hands had tound so light of yore, 
The brazen knocker of his palace door, 
Had now no strength to lift the wooden latch 
That entrance gave beneath a roof of thatch. 
Companion of his solitary ways, 
Purveyor of his feasts on holidays, 
On him this melancholy man bestowed

And you will remember how Federigo sacri- 


ficed his falcon for food to the woman he 
loved, only because he believed that she was 
the one who could replace the falcon's lost at- 
tentions. 


Matheides believes, that with three such able 


watchmen guarding his small shop, the admira- 
tion which they bear for him will give him 
strength to keep outside the door their t.w» 
arch enemies, Despair and Failura, 


countenance. Although the rooster teased him 
and Matheides petted him and filled the grain 
pan an hour earlier in order to atttract his at- 
tention and arouse his interest. Bub was found 
that night to be as sick as he had been earlier 
in the day. Matheides concluded that the bird 
was sick, so he resolved to use the old-fash- 
ioned remedy of lard and red pepper to affect 
a cure. When he awoke the next morning, he 
joyfully found Bub seated upon his bedstead, 
wearing a lean and hungry look that seemed 
to bespeak of his desire to have an extra meal 
that day to take the place o£ that he mjssed.

40,000 Years Old 


The unearthing of ancient Egyptian tablets 


and implements at the ancient city of Mem- 
phis, one time capital of Egypt, has been going 
on for a number o£ years, but perhaps ther* 
has been no more interesting discovery than 
the recent one which unearthed stone house- 
hold implements and tools, estimated to be 40,- 
000 years old and forming pifrt of the collec- 
tion belonging to Meremptah, son and succes- 
sor of Rameses tho Great, who reigned 130$' 
years before Christ. The implements recently 
were taken from the ancient monarch's pal- 
ace, by Dr. Clarence S. Fisher, leader of tin 
Bckley B. Coxe, Jr., expedition. 


Many ot the tilings found in the wonderful 


and extensive palace can be traced back to the 
stone age, according to Dr. Fisher. He also 
discovered evidences of a great fire, which 
must have ravaged a large portion of the pal- 
ace at ono time. Despite this, gold ornaments, 
vases and scarabs of inestimable value and 
age were found intact in all parts of the build- 
ing which have been explored. 


Chop Down Trees 


with Dynamite 


One of the newest ways of chopping down a 


tree is by using dynamite to blast it in pieces 
from its position, according to the Engineering 
Record, which tells of operations to secure suit- 
able timber to be used as masts in logging 
operations. 


The procedure is for a lumber jack to climb 


a huga tree to a point where the trunk dwindles 
to about 12 inches In diameter. There he at- 
taches a string o[ dynamite cartridges, linked 
together like sausages, with a fuse long enough 
to permit him -to get to the ground after light- 
ing it 


As a result of the ensuing explosion, the top 


and branches of the tree leap into the air, 
leaving the trunk ready for attaching the rig- 
ging for dragging in and loading the logs.

INCS the world has gotten Its 
fill of war and even the lust ot 
the most bloodthirsty has been 
satisfied by the extent o£ the 
killing in Europe, thero has 
been talk of peace, rumors of

the other neutral ruler was about to acconi- 
piish and, even, tentative outlines of demands 
that will be made b" one side or the other 
when discussing a peace pact. 


Kut there has not been, until recently, any 


concrete evidence that peace was near by, or 
that either side would make proposals to the 
other. 
Germany has announced semiofficially 


that she will make peace only on terms which 
seem almost the demands oC a victor. 
The 


illicd nations, particularly England, have stated 
repeatedly that Ui«ir people must be prepared 
!or another year, or even two year?, of the 


conflict. 
The Encllsh hlch officials frequently 


issue statements to the effect that the war 
must go on until Germany has been "crushed" 
and, probably, the British iniluencc with those 
countries she is financing in the struggle is 
sufficient to sway their armies to her will in 
this matter. 


And even the pope of Koine, whose influence 


In Europe is infinitely greater than in the 
United Stales, has keen unable, apparently, to. 
accomplish am thing towards bringing about a 
peace pact or oven a truce. The word "prob- 
ably" should be emphasized in regard to tho 
foregoing, for there must be something going 
on behind the scenes in the councils of nations 
and in the minds of rulers that is moving to- 
warcis Peace: for. despite the unqualified de- 
nlals. the peace talk persists and even, at 
time;!, becomes definite to the extent of savin; 
that this or that country is willing to enter- 
tain the idea, provided the enemy makes tho 
first advances. 


tiince the expedition financed by Henry Ford 


first started the peace talk whirling about the 
world, there never has been an appreciable let- 
up in the whispered words, the surmising, the 
calculating, the guessing and the rumoring. 
And, of late, the talk has been gaining In 
volume and becoming more widespread, with 
a little more definite character to it.

Contracts Hot Significant. 


S 


OME months ago, when tho first crop of 


contracts that had been placed with Amer- 


ican manufacturers of war munitions by bel- 
ligerent r.itions expired, there appeared to. bo 
a time of hesitation among those nations about 
renewing the old contracts and placing now 
ones for cartridges, shells, guns, autos aatl 
clothing. At once peace was whispered, loudly: 
hut a quietus was placed on the talk when more 
contracts, fully as large as the original 01103 
and covering an additional period of months. 
v;crc distributed throughout the country. 


Kut in reality there was no great significance 


attached to the placing of these contracts and 
they had but little relation to the peace move- 
ment, for they were dictated by preparedness. 
Each nation wished to assnrn itself of an un- 


to peaceful pursuits. The food problem, too, is 
regarded as having considerable inlluence on 
the question and it is believed in some quarters 
that certain nations will be forced to sue for 
peace in order to avoid absolute starvation and 
the fate of Belgium and Poland. 


"To relieve the sufferings of war and for 


other municipal purposes," is the announced 
reason for obtaining the loans. 


The first part of the phrase means caring for 


the poor and destitute in those cities that have 
been thrown on the mercies of the public by 
reason of the loss of their money-earning rela- 
tives in the war, or because they were forced 
to fine from some district of France which tho 
Germans took possession of. It has little bear- 
ing OM the peace proposition, apparently. 


The second part of the phrase means most, 


for it implies reconstruction, the rebuilding of 
ruins, the repairing of public utilities which 
were suffered to lapse into unsatisfactory con- 
dition during the war. tho re-establishment of 
manufacturing plants which had been idle or 
cnKPftcd in mnfclr.s munitions, and the shnpinz 
up of those communities to resume the housing 
of thousands of people returning to the paths 
of peace and the mills of industry.

America—that is to say.

Results of the Department of Agriculture's Study of an Important Economic Industry. 


The frozen and dried egg Industry, 


declares a new publication of the De- 
partment ot Agriculture, is a perma- 
nent one because it meets a "distinct 
economic need. 
Many eggs which 


could not stand long shipments may 
be preserved a» wholesome food by 
freezing them out of th» shell or by 
drying. In the beginning, however, 
there was a natural popular prejudice 
against the business, which, was In- 
creased by the Ignorance and care- 
lessness of some of the pionsers. 
It 


was under these conditions that the 
Department of Agriculture undertook 
a study of the problem in order to lay 
the groundwork for a scientific pre- 
paration of an extremely perishable 
product. Some of the results of this 
study have just been published in a 
professional paper.

In 
practice, it^ was found that in order 
to prevent'waste and to insure good 
grading, no- more than three eggs 
should be broken into a cup before it 
Is emptied. It was also found th&t 
from twelve to sixteen eggs a minute 
is as rapid work aa can be done satis- 
factorily. Even this IB not possible if 
the breakers are permitted to talk or 
their attention is distracted from their 
work In other ways. 


The paper, which Is entitled. "A 


Study of the Preparation of Frozen 
and Dried Eggs in the Producing Sec- 
tions," also discusses in some detail

necessary to secure 


cleanliness in egg-breaking establish- 
ments.
